Two Hunter's rs Point high school 
girls and a small boy were burned 
seriously Monday by small con- 
tainers of chemicals, believed to be 
phosphorus, which they picked up 
along the shore of the Bay near 
their homes. 

The three were Mary Crane, 17; 
Patricia Cole, 17, and Bobby Rog- 
ers, 8. All live in the 500 block on 
Candlestick Road. All were treat- 
ed at Mission Emergency. 

The Rogers boy said he found 
a small “red thing,” stuck it in his 
pocket and took it home. Present- 
ly it ignited in swift searing flame, 
burning his legs and hands serious- 
ly. 

He told police that other -child- 

ren picked up similar objects. The 
police notified Navy authorities at 
Hunter’s. Point, seeking to fore- 
stall other injuries. Two hours lat- 
er the two girls arrived at Mission 
Emergency Hospital with similar 
burns. 
\ Investigating on the part of Can- 
dlestick Cove management office 
revealed that the small red objects 
are probably parts of phosphorus 
flares used by the Navy. 

They look like old-fashioned wide 
wedding rings in shape and are 
bright red in color.

She is Mrs. Mary Spear, Cove of- 
fice manager, whose husband has 
been a prisoner of the Nazis for 
-18 months. 

Mrs. Spear devours every bit 
of news from the European front, 

- watching anxiously for word of the 
occupation of Dresden and Bres- 
jJau, the cities nearest the center 
at which her husband is interned. 
Always she searches for any pos- 
sible news which might come from 
that camp, Stalag Lust IIb. 

Last week, Mrs. Spear received 
‘a large bouquet of flowers, sent by 
her husband. The postal card to 
the. local florist was sent: last Oc- 
tober, the flowers being intended 
for their wedding anniversary, 


Dec. 11 and for Ghidwemiae but the 
florist received it only last week. 

Things are happening fast for 
Mrs. Spear. In addition to the 
flowers, she ‘also received a ring 
from her husband brought back to 
San Francisco by one of the boys 
who has been repatriated. 

Lieutenant Charles. Spear, a 
bombardier on a Flying Fortress, 
was forced to bail out of his plane 
when it was shot up on the re- 
turn trip from a bombing mission 
over-the Lorient submarine base. 
The flyer jumped at 23,000. feet 
and. parachuted safely into the 
Bay of Biscay where he was res- 
cued by a German patrol boat. 

Last November 14, Mrs. Spear 
was presented by the Army with 
the Air Medal won by her hus- 
band for ‘exceptional meritorious 
achievemént during bomber com- 
bat missions over enemy occupied 
territory.”
